people, I must ask my readers to accompany 
me, until we reach a small court-yard sur- 
rounded by houses, each filled on every floor by 
various lodgers. The children belonging to 
these houses are (excepting when the weather 
is too inclement) turned out to play in the 
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middle of the court — ^ragged, stunted creatures, 
who may be seen until quite late of an evening; 
and alas ! they may be heard also, their childish 
voices swearing and quarrelling, as they imi- 
tate their elders. 

This place is called Pepper Courts Nobody 
knows why : some people say that once a spice- 
merchant had his factory there, which is now 
divided into houses ; but the general belief is, 
that the peppery element in the constitutions 
of the inhabitants is always in too large a pro- 
portion. At all events. Pepper Court is well 
known to the policemen in the neighbourhood, 
and fighting and thieving there are of every- 
day occurrence. Having gone so far, I will 
only trespass on the patience of my readers by 
asking them to follow me to one of these houses 
(No. 4), and up two pairs of rickety stairs, 
which creak and groan, however carefully ode 
may try to mount them, into a rather large room 
occupied by a family of the name of Eldon. 

Tom Eldon, the husband, had known better 
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days, and in those better days married a good 
and gentle wife, who strove to do her best to 
keep him straight ; for Eldon was easily led by 
the bad companions with whom he constantly 
associated, and time after time would spend 
his earnings at the public-house. But Mary 
Eldon, after a few short years of married life, 
died, leaving him one child, a boy of five years 
of age — the little Bertram, with whom my story 
has principally to do. It is needless for me 
to describe the father's gloomy, undisciplined 
sorrow, or the little boy's heavy loss. Eldon, 
not having been a very good or kind husband, 
made a very indifferent father, and led a still 
more reckless life : and the child, as may be 
supposed, had a dreary time of it.

or apple, which were soon devoured. Even 
some of the worst sort amongst those who 
lived in Pepper Court were inclined to cry 
shame on the man, for the harsh manner in 
which he now treated the boy. It was a sad 
sight to see Eldon returning home of an even- 
ing, carrying the barrel-organ, and walking also 
very unsteadily, for he seldom failed to go into 
his favourite resort-— the Blue Anchor — on his 
way home: the glaring signboard of which 
shone out in blue and gold, and proved too 
great a temptation for him to resist Yes, he 
would say to Bertie's question :

After his visit to the public-house, the 
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wretched man would trudge along the rest of 
the way sullen and angry, especially if he had 
done a bad day's business ; but saddest of all it 
was to see the thinly-clad child following him, 
sometimes in the pitiless rain, with his clothes 
hanging wet and limp about him. 

Poor little Bertie was always glad when 
Sunday came, for then he knew he would be 
left to himself: it mattered not to Eldon what 
became of the boy, so long as he did not get in 
his way, and this Bertie very carefully avoided 
doing. 

Sunday, the one resting-day of the week, 
God's own good gift to the toilers of this world, 
was passed by the inhabitants of Pepper Court 
in idleness; or, if I speak more correctly, in 
drinking and quarrelling. When Bertie's mother 
was alive, she always did her best to be home 
from work an hour or two earlier on Saturdays, 
that she might clean up and tidy the desolate

The child continued to do as he had been 
accustomed ; and every Sunday, before his father 
was astir, woidd creep down the stairs, and slip 
out of the house without interruption. Had 
his footsteps been heard, it was not likely that 
any one would have taken the trouble to ascer- 
tain who went out, for the lodgers were in the 
habit of rising at aU sorts of hours, and each 
one minded his own business, nor concerned 
himself about his neighbour's affairs. 

Bertie would hurry along the streets with 
others, who were hastening on their way to 
chapel. Many were, like himself, poor, and in 
want; but when he was once there he forgot 
that he was cold and hungry.

As the service proceeded, he would unbutton 
his coat, and take from under it a little book, 
which once belonged to his mother, and which 
he looked upon as his greatest, indeed his only- 
treasure. She had always read in it, even until 
her death, and many a time had she said to 
him : ' When you are older, my child, you shall 
learn to read the beautiful things which are in 
this book; and when I die, always keep and 
value it as a keepsake from me/ 

And the days were come when Bertie did 
indeed treasure it as the only legacy of her 
whose death had taken away all the sunshine of 
his little life. He would turn over the leaves 
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with a mournful pleasure, and look with a 
longing heart at its contents. 

There was no one now who took the trouble 
to read them to him. His father avoided the 
trifling outlay of school money, because he 
found his boy useful to him in his work ; but 
Bertie could just manage (or, at all events, 
fancied he could) to read the Our Father and 
the Hail Maiy, and to these he had learned 
to add the Act of Contrition. The child would 
listen to the short instruction sometimes given 
by the Priest (though there was much beyond 
what his feeble understanding could reach), and 
very sorry he was when it was time for him to 
return to his wretched home in Pepper Court, 
to the large damp room, and what was worse 
than all, to the want of love.

HT the time at which my tale commences 
three years had elapsed since the 
death of Mary Eldon, but it was not 
many months after she had been laid in the 
grave when a new wife was brought to this 
now wretched home. A woman who only 
entered it for the sake of even its poor shelter 
and scanty sustenance, and not from any love to 
the man she called husband, or kindness, or pity 
for the little neglected child who now called 
her mother.

ever known, because of the strikes in the coal 
mine? in Wales, which raised the price of every- 
thing, especially coals, to such an extent, that 
even those who were rich economised with 
their fires. Bread too went up, so that to 
thousands of poor souls the struggle for bare 
existence became terrible, and harder than ever. 
Many a poor hard-working mother had the 
anguish of. seeing the frail and delicate one 
of the family quietly droop, and fade out of the 
world, for the want of being properly warmed 
and fed. Inhere were empty cradles where the 
babies used to lie; and there were empty chairs 
where the old folks used to sit ; and there was 
grief none the less deep because it was mute, in 
the lowly kitchens and garrets of the poor. 

Eldon and his wife were in a very distressed 
condition, and the little they managed to earn 
was seldom spent in anything else but drink. 
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As evening came on, they would sit half muddled 
over the few dying embers in the grate ; whilst 
Bertie sat crouched up in a corner of the 
room, leaning his head against the damp wall : it 
was long since he had had anything better to lean 
it against.

\¥hich she had never lived to teach him, lessons 
which, though only imperfectly remembered, still 
gladdened his lonely little heart to say; and at 
such times as these, the boy had his mother 
still with him ! 

It was during these hard times that Eldon 
determined on sending his child out with an 
old hurdy-gurdy which he had bought of a neigh- 
bour for a trifling sum, and who had likewise 
instructed Bertie how to perform on it The little 
fellow was now made to go out the first thing 
in the morning, and forbidden to return until 
he had at least a shilling to bring home to his 
father. It was but a wretched discordant sound 
that the instrument made, and often he was 
warned to pass on by those before whose houses 
he stopped to play. It was not much he could 
manage to do, even at the best, although he had 
learnt to make little turns in the places where 
he had heard them made by the old man who 
had taught him. He knew every street and

At first 
going off it would tremble, and if he caught 
sight of a policeman the words of the song, of 
which he felt so sure, would go quite out of his 
head, though the policeman said nothing to him. 
Every now and then he would move on a little 
farther; the thought of the beating he would come 
in for at the end of the day, if he returned with- 
out the required sum, was quite enough to give 
him courage and nerve for his task. What did 
he care for the jeers of the butcher boy* or the 
area cook, that he was a psalm-singing little 
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humbug, and ought to be shut up. But he was 
frightened, when the rough rude boys would 
surround him, pulling his hair and jacket by 
turns, and chaffingly calling out, * I say, mate, 
you'll make your fortune at that, I can see;* 
but Bertie, if they would only leave him alone 
would not mind the chaff. Whatever work bread 
depends on is such a serious matter, we cannot 
easily be laughed out of it; and Bertie was ever 
mindful that not only was his daily food depen- 
dent on his efforts at singing and playing, but 
what was to be dreaded even more, his father's 
harsh and cruel treatment. Some days he did 
not take a penny for a long time ; the day would 
wear on ; people in the houses, and those who 
passed and repassed him in the streets, were 
all too intent on their own business to cast a 
thought upon hint Now and then he would 
try what asking would do, and follow the foot- 
passengers, looking up into their faces, saying, 
' Please, sir, spare me a copper.' More often than 
not, he would be told to get along. Amongst 
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the ladies he was sometimes more fortunate ; 
and although he might be called 'a little bore/ 
they did occasionally throw him a penny. But 
often he had to return without taking his father 
the required money. 

One night whilst Bertie lay on his little bit of 
a mattress in one comer of the room (though 
not asleep as was supposed), he heard his father 
and mother making arrangements to leave their 
present house. Eldon intended going to Sheffield, 
leaving his wife and child to follow when he 
should have got work to do. 

In a few days Eldon started on his journey i 
and now began the hai'dest time that Bertie had 
ever known. Left alone with his step-mother 
the child had no mercy shown him. She forbade 
his going to church, saying she would have 
none of his canting whilst he was under the 
same roof with herself; and many a hard blow 
was given when the poor child returned from 
Mass, on a Sunday ; but neither threats, or blows 
availed to keep the boy from doing what he 
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knew to be right ; he rememhered what his dead 
mother had told him. When he was threatened 
that if he would persist in going he should not 
have any breakfast, the little fellow would say 
to himself, * If I'm ever so hungry I won't stay 
away. I can't, after all dear mother told me. 
It's bad to feel cold and hungry, but I will try 
and do what's right.' 

After Eldon's departure his wife gave herself up 
more than ever to drinking, and Bertie became 
very frequently the object on which she vented 
her ungovernable temper. 

Poor child ! he had good reason for dreading 
the evenings when he was forced to return to 
the court ; and soon he was to be denied even 
the miserable shelter allowed him in that 
wretched home. 

One night when Bertie entered his step- 
mother's room, she told him she would no 
longer have anything to do with such an idle 
young vagabond as he was, bidding him leave 
the house never to return again.
